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Holmes County native Dr. Jim Haffey serves as the 9th president of Holmes 
Community College. Over the tenure of Dr. Haffey's presidency, he has been 
instrumental in the growth of the college. A few of the accolades include the 
milestone celebration of Holmes' 90th anniversary, the opening of the new location 
in Yazoo City, the opening of the Attala Center in Kosciusko and the purchase of the 
former Fitness Lady - as well as prime 1-55 highway access - to expand the 
Ridgeland Campus territory. Holmes also became the first community college in the 
nation to offer PSY 2543 - Applied Behavior Analysis (ABA); an online course that 
counts toward the 40 hours of training needed to apply for the Registered Behavior 

Technician (RBT) credential. 


A 1997 Holmes graduate, Dr. Haffey is an active member of the community, as well 
as an outdoor enthusiast and avid golfer. He and his wife Rae Anne, a pharmacist at 
Howell and Heggie Drug Co. in Durant, have two children: Hayley and Hudson, both 
of whom attend Central Holmes Christian School in Lexington. 


"I want our students to be empowered to be anything and to go anywhere in the 
world, but always call the Holmes Community College district, and our people here, 

home," Dr. Haffey said.

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Cheatham provides 
painting used in book cover

and Beyond." 

Roberts' latest book is a collection of stories from his life 
growing up in and around Mississippi and the Yazoo 
area. Cheatham said the painting was done from a 
photograph from the Yazoo Herald in the 1 950s. 
Cheatham attended Roberts' first book signing held in 
the Rick Memorial Library in Yazoo City on Nov. 8. 
Roberts will have more book signings and plans to have 
one on the Goodman Campus of Holmes as well. 

"I have known Robbie Roberts for several years and 
have always been fascinated by his stories and life 
experiences," Cheatham said. "He started posting short 
stories from his life on Facebook a few years ago and 
he realized that he had a very good start on a book. 
After composing and editing his stories, he sent them to 
a publisher. Everything happened fairly quickly, with 
one exception...the book cover. 

"A few days before the book was to be sent to print, the 
publisher rejected Robbie's first choice for an image for 
the book's cover," he explained. "Robbie contacted me 
on a Monday and asked if I could produce an image 
for his book cover by Wednesday. Two days we made 
it happen!" 

A noted portrait artist, Cheatham also works in 
landscape, still life and en plein air. His sculpture works 
in stone and metal are exhibited in collections around 
the South.

Grenada Campus English instructor and English, Foreign Language and Speech 
Department Co-Chair Amber Mabus received the Ovid S. Vickers Award for 
Excellence in The Teaching of English from the Two-Year College English Association 
of Mississippi attheir annual meeting at Eagle Ridge Conference Centerin Raymond 
in late September. 

The Two-Year College English Association of Mississippi, TYCAM, is fashioned after 
and affiliated with TYCA-SE, the Two-Year College English Association-Southeast, 
which is a part of The National Council of Teachers of English, NCTE. TYCA-SE has 
1 0 states in its region and has been in existence for nearly 45 years. 

"Jessica Brown presented the award, and she was asked to describe the recipient," 

Mabus, a Holmes alumna, explained. "Honestly, I was completely shocked when I 
realized that Jessica was describing me. I felt incredibly honored to have been 
nominated for the award. I love my job at Holmes; I look forward to getting up and 
coming to Holmes every morning, so what I dodoesn'tfeel likework. Forme, teaching 
at Holmes is an enjoyable challenge, which is ideal for me! I love my students and 
co-workers. It is like a second home to me." 

Mabus said her goal in the classroom is to help her students become independent 
thinkers and writers. 

"My classes are never 1 00 percent lecture, which I think helps students stay engaged. I begin class by introducing a new topic, 
I show my students several examples and then I give students a small activity to complete. 

"For most assignments, I give students the option of working alone or in groups, depending on their personal preference," she 
said. "After students complete the activity, we discuss the assignment as a class. I do require students to work in groups on some 
assignments, but I try to assemble groups based on student compatibility and work ethic. In those cases, every student is responsible 
for a small section of the assignment. 

"I try to incorporate short videos and writing topics that are relevant to students today. I never give 'busy work.' Every assignment 
my students complete in my face-to-face classes has a specific purpose and relates to larger assignments or skills they will use in 
the work force or when they transfer to a university. I try to make my classes as practical as possible. I realize most of my students 
are not English majors, so I try to incorporate lessons that will help them succeed after they leave Holmes. I encourage my students 
to always ask questions, and I insist that I am always happy to help however I can. I try to create an environment where my students 
can learn without judgement." 

"Amber is most deserving of this award," department co-chair Jessica Brown said. "She perfectly embodies the characteristics of 
an instructor worthy of this award. She is intelligent, innovative, encouraging and enthusiastic. I'm sure the students and staff on 
the Grenada Campus would all say they have a blessing in Amber Mabus. She has certainly been a blessing to me as a co-chair 
of our department." 



Prior to coming to Holmes full-time in 2015, she taught English at Grenada High School and served as an adjunct instructor at 
Holmes. Mabus has an associate degree from Holmes, a bachelor's degree from Delta State University and a master's from 
Delta State University. 17

The Holmes Community College 2017 
Alumnus of the Year recipient was 
Grenada native Albert "Al" Burton 
Hankins, Jr. (Class of ' 78 ). 

Al began working for his family's 
business, Hankins Lumber Co., Inc. in 
Grenada, right out of school. Following 
his father Burton's death in 2001, he 
took over the company as CEO and 
president. He credits his father for 
instilling a strong work ethic in his 
children. His father and uncle, Bewel 
Hankins, started off as a small business, 
Hankins Lumber Sales, in 1950. A few 
years later, they purchased a planer 
mill in Winona and in 1957, built the 
planer mill outside of Grenada in the 
small community of Elliot. 


By the '60s, the Hankins brothers added 

a sawmill and dry kilns to their business, but just a few years later, Bewel passed away. Burton took over 
sole leadership of the company following his brother's death and continued to run a client-oriented, 
successful business that offered high-quality products. The company became incorporated in 1972 as 
Hankins Lumber Co., Inc. and continued to grow, complete with construction of a new planer mill and major 
renovation of the sawmill in the late '90s. The company now employs 155 workers and manufactures more 
than 150 million feet of lumber annually. The company also manages southern yellow pine tree farms 
scattered across the state, producing 120 million board feet per year. Al is also a commissioner for the 
Mississippi Forestry Commission; a position that entails a six-year term of leadership. 

Al's sister Clara is also a Holmes alum, and both of them believe in the impact the school has made on the 
lumber industry. To show their appreciation, in 2015, the Hankins donated $75,000 to the Holmes Forestry 
Technology Program on the Grenada Campus. Al recalls that his father served on the Holmes Board of 
Trustees years earlier and contributed quite a bit to the school. 

"Many of our employees at Hankins Lumber, including myself, have attended some of the evening 
programs offered at the college," Al said. "Holmes helped me so much and I can see how it helps the 
younger people as well; especially our future foresters. We want to invest in our industry's future, and we 
appreciate how Holmes prepares their students for the workforce." 

Al and his wife. Jewel Mooney Hankins, have two children: Mandy McCormick, 39, and Amber Lee, 33. The 
Hankins also have two grandchildren: Stephanie Davis, 18, and Ashlyn Lee, 13.

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Distinguished Service 

Award 


The The Holmes Community College 
2017 Distinguished Service Award 
recipient was Edward Hayes Branscome 
of Grenada. 

A lifelong resident of Grenada, he was 
elected to serve on the Grenada Bank 
Board as a director in 1982. When it 
became Grenada Sunburst Bank, he 
served in several roles during his tenure. 
When Grenada Sunburst merged with 
Union Planters, Branscome served as a 
member of the board for the Grenada 
Region until 1997. 

When James "Jimmy" Robertson 
passed away in 2012, Branscome 
became a trustee of Robertson's Trust. 

Robertson was a veteran banking 
executive from Grenada for over 45 
years. 

"Jimmy was a dedicated supporter of the Grenada community and instructed me to use a large portion 
of his remaining estate to help Holmes Community College," Branscome said. 

On Sept. 15, 2014, the bank provided $205,600 through the sale of 20,000 shares of Regions Bank stock 
in order to establish the Physical Therapist Assistant (PTA) program at Holmes. On April 22, 2015, the 
bank donated $100,000 to establish scholarships for the program and an additional $75,000 on Sept. 
27, 2016, bringing donations to a total of $380,600 from Robertson's Trust. 

Branscome earned his bachelor's degree in agriculture from Mississippi State University upon graduating 
from John Rundle High School. A class of '60 alumnus, he served as a member of the MSU Alumni Board 
from 1993-2015. He is also a member of the Grenada Rotary Club, past director of the Grenada County 
Chamber of Commerce and is an active member of Grace Baptist Church. 

Branscome and his wife, Martha Faye, have two children: Beth McGaugh, CFO of Pinnacle Trust in Madison, 
and Brad Branscome, president of Guaranty Bank and Trust in Grenada. The Branscomes also have three 
grandchildren: Jonathan and Elizabeth Stevens, and Josh Branscome.

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Young Alumnus of 

the Year 


"Xan was great for us: a great 
baseball player, a great student and 
an awesome ambassador for the 
school," said Holmes Baseball Coach 
Kenny Dupont. "I really enjoyed 
coaching him and I'm happy to see 
him receive this award." 

A native of Madison, Barksdale 
played for the Bulldogs in the 2001 
and 2002 seasons, where he was a 
two-time All-State selection and All- 
Region XXIII after the 2002 season. 
Outside of baseball, he majored in 
engineering and was a member of 
Phi Theta Kappa honor society. After 
earned his associate degree at 
Holmes, he played two seasons at 
the University of Mississippi while 
pursuing his bachelor's in business 
administration. Barksdale helped the 

team host their first regional in 2004 and was named "Most Dedicated Player." After his playing days at 
Ole Miss, he spent time with the Atlanta Braves organization. Barksdale signed a free agent contract 
with the Braves in July of 2004 and competed for the Braves minor league affiliates in the Gulf Coast 
(GCL Braves), South Atlantic (Rome) and Carolina Leagues (Myrtle Beach). In 2007, he retired from 
professional baseball to accept the position as assistant coach the University of Louisville. While there, 
they won the College World Series and were Big East Champions for three consecutive years. 

Barksdale also served as a recruiting coordinator/assistant coach for East Tennessee State University 
and a USA Baseball Catching Coordinator. In 2013, Barksdale saw ETSU win its first Atlantic Sun 
Conference Championship, while making the ETSU Buccaneer's first trip to the NCAA Tournament since 
1981. They won 36 games in 2013, which were the third-most victories in program history. 

In 2008, he started Xan Barksdale Baseball, LLC, which is an online-based business offering baseball- 
related products, software, books and information. He is now fully focused on his position as CCO (Chief 
Catching Officer) of his company. Barksdale's first book, "Catching-101: The Complete Guide for 
Baseball Catchers," is an Amazon best seller, and some of the products he has invented include a 
protective thumb device for catchers, a pitch recognition software for baseball, a catcher's performance 
summary iPhone app, a wristband sign system for baseball and softball and CatcherCON, a baseball 
convention specifically for catchers and catching coaches. 

As a result of his numerous accomplishments, he was inducted into the prestigious Holmes Community 
College Sports Hall of Fame in April of 2013. Three years later, Barksdale returned to his alma mater to 
talk about his book and video series "Catching 101" with the 2016 Holmes baseball team. 






Veteran of the Year 


CpI. Foster served in the U.S. Marine 
Corp during World War II in the 
Southwest Pacific islands of Peleliu 
and Okinawa. During the Okinawa 
campaign, which was the last and 
largest of the battles, he was 
wounded in combat by a sniper and 
medically discharged. It was just a 
few short years later that he 
enrolled in Holmes. 

While at Holmes Junior College, as it 
was called in the'40s, CpI. Foster 
was an active member of the 
College Agriculture Club. His 
experience at Holmes served him 
well as he continued his studies at 
Mississippi State University, earning 
a bachelor's degree in agriculture 
and a master's in education. After 
teaching agriculture for nine years, 
then serving as a teacher and basketball coach for 10 years in Leake and Attala counties, CpI. Foster 
took on the role of principal for McAdams High School for eight years. Following his position at 
McAdams he was voted as Superintendent of Education; a position he held for 16 years in Attala County 
before retiring in 1987. 

Always proud of serving his country, CpI. Foster was a longtime member of the American Legion, a state 
commander and local DAV (Disabled American Veterans) commander for five years. He has also been a 
member of VFW Post #1983 since 1947 and member of DAV since 1968. CpI. Foster has also been a part 
of the Military Order of the Purple Heart since 1990, and served on the Mississippi State Veteran Affairs 
Board as chairman from 1992-2000. He was even an instrumental part of getting the Martha Jo Leslie 
State Veterans Home built in Kosciusko. 

One of CpI. Foster's most admirable accomplishment was founding the Aisle of Honor Program. Each 
Memorial and Veteran's Day, this program honors those who died serving this country by lining the 
cemetery with over 700 flags during the programs.

A Holmes student who suffered a paralyzing spinal cord injury after a terrible wreck in high school thought he had little to no 
chance of ever regaining movement below his neck. Nearly five and a half years later, 23-year-old Stevelyn Robinson 
accomplished his goal: to walk across the stage to receive his college diploma. 

"It was the best feeling in the world," Stevelyn said. "I never expected the amount of encouragement everybody gave me, but 
it was awesome." 

There was hardly a dry eye in Frank Branch Coliseum on Friday, May 1 2, 201 7, as the 5-foot Winona native stood up from 
his wheelchair and, with the assistance of his physical therapist Patricia Oyarce and a walker, made his way across the stage. 
Students, faculty, staff and parents cheered loudly and gave Stevelyn a standing ovation as he proudly took each step. 

"There are images that in mere seconds sum up all the things that are important in your life or your work," said Holmes 
President Dr. Jim Haffey. "Seeing Stevelyn approach our stage on graduation day was one of those once-in-a-lifetime images 
that will be pleasantly replayed in my mind for the rest of my career. I knew I was witnessing a moment of triumph and 
determination that most of us will never have the perseverance to experience, but I am so proud that our work at Holmes 
allowed us to share in that triumph with Stevelyn. He is such a remarkable person." 

Thanks to his hard work, Stevelyn earned his A.A. degree in business administration, but it was no simple feat. Luckily he was 
blessed with a family that loves him dearly and he had ceaseless support from his mother, Sheila Robinson, who has helped 
him achieve his goals every step of the way. She quit her job to help take care of him, driving him back and forth from his 
hometown of Winona to Methodist Rehab in Jackson and accompaning him to his classes on the Holmes Grenada Campus. 














"I am a former certified nurse assistant, and I actually used to work with paraplegic patients," Sheila said. "I had no idea that 
God was using my work experience to prepare me to take care of my own precious child." 

Dec. 2, 201 1, is a date that she will never forget. That was the day that a log truck collided into the school bus carrying both her 
children as passengers. Always a protective big brother, Stevelyn's first instinct was to protect his sister, Jazalyn, who at the time 
was only 1 2 years old. As he jumped out of his seat to try and help her, the bus rolled to its side and Stevelyn, then weighing 
only a little over 1 20 pounds, found himself at the bottom of a pile of students. 

"I remember my first thought was to see if my sister was okay," Stevelyn said. "On my way to the hospital I remember my last 
thought before I blacked out was realizing that I couldn't feel legs...it was a scary feeling." 

Jazalyn suffered a skull fracture, but was able to go home a few days later after surgery. Doctors informed the Robinson family 
that Stevelyn, however, was paralyzed from the neck down and that at that point, they could not predict the exact degree of 
progress he would be able to achieve. Determined to make the most of the situation, Sheila took him to Methodist Rehab as 
soon as he was able and he eagerly began working hard with his physical therapists. 

"Stevelyn is an amazing young man," said physical therapist Ann Howard. "He has made incredible progress and I will never 
forget that day when I came in and he said to me proudly, "Look what I can do!" as he lifted one leg." 

The movement indicated that Stevelyn was an "incomplete quadriplegic" and could possibly regain muscle function below his 
injury site. During the year Stevelyn spent a year at Methodist Outpatient Neurological Rehabilitation, he worked to regain his 
motor skills using the hospital's body weight-supporting treadmill, Functional Electrical Stimulation bikes, as well as the adaptive 
computer and wheelchair devices at Methodist Rehab. He began re-learning to walk using the Bioness L300 Plus, which are 
devices that electrical stimulate the legs to activate weakened muscles and nerves. 

As he progressed, Stevelyn moved on to Methodist Rehab's outpatient Quest program, which he "graduated" from on May 25, 
201 7. During his time with the program, he accomplished quite a bit, including finishing high school, enrolling in college and 
completing his degree at Holmes. Stevelyn started out slowly, taking only online courses, but at the prompting of his physical 
therapist finally decided to attend the Holmes Grenada Campus in person. 

"Stevelyn will always hold a special place in my heart as being one of the most inspiring students I have taught at Holmes," said 
music instructor Cindy Dugan. "His daily determination and perseverance encouraged students and faculty alike who were 
honored with the opportunity to know him." 

Stevelyn had the continual support from Holmes CTE Support Services/DSS Coordinator Laura Bigbee, who made sure he 
always had everything he needed so that he could successfully attend face-to-face classes. 

"I knew from day one that there would be no obstacle that Stevelyn wasn't willing to face head on," Bigbee said. "His 
determination is obvious from the moment you meet him. He is an outstanding young man with a bright future ahead of him." 

A former football, basketball and track star at Montgomery High School in Kilmichael, Stevelyn also found ways to continue 
utilizing his natural athleticism. He joined the Jackson quad rugby team and played whenever he could. He had goals - 
including walking to receive his diploma at graduation - and he never lost sight of them. Stevelyn also participated in Methodist 
Rehab's Driving Rehabilitation Program which gave him the training/equipment to be able to drive again. 

Now that he is a Holmes alum, Stevelyn attends the University of Mississippi. In 2014, Stevelyn was chosen by Ole Miss' Sigma 
Nu Fraternity as the recipient of the year for charity bowl, which is an annual fundraiser for people with spinal cord injuries, 
established in honor of the late Ole Miss athlete Chuckie Mullins who was paralyzed because of a football injury. As the 
honoree, Stevelyn received $75K and had the opportunity to meet former quarterback Bo Wallace. 

Following his graduation day from the Quest program, Stevelyn grinned through a few tears of joy as he and his physical 
therapists recounted how far he has come. In regards to his successful walk across stage at the Holmes graduation, Patricia 
revealed that he even did it without the leg braces that would've made it easier for him because he wanted to wear his fancy 
shoes.

Sonja Arnett, an English instructor on the Goodman Campus, was 
named Holmes Community College 2017 Humanities Teacher of the 
Year. She delivered her presentation, "Classroom Theatrics: A Touch 
of Flavor to Academia," on Nov. 9 in the Fine Arts Auditorium on the 
Goodman Campus. 

The Humanities Teacher Awards recognize the contributions of 
humanities faculty at each of the state's colleges and universities. 
Nominations are made by the college or university president or 
humanities dean. 

"When I was told I was chosen as this year's Humanities Teacher of 
the Year for Holmes, I thought, 'What am I going to say? What am I 
going to do?' After this initial crisis, however, I started thinking 
about my daily classroom routine. Every once in a while, I feel it is 
beneficial to add a little 'spice' to the lesson, a little drama to the 
routine. So, I compiled a few of my 'dramatic' lessons to present on 
Nov. 9. My hope was to demonstrate that drama can help bridge 
the gap between the often dry lessons of academia (though 
important) and the sometimes disinterested, easily distracted 
student population." 

A member of the Holmes family since 2006, Arnett is an academic adviser. Writing Center tutor and English 
instructor. She holds a bachelor's and master's degree in English from the University of Mississippi and her 
first teaching position was at Hinds Community College as an adjunct English instructor. 

Prior to Holmes, Arnett was employed with Delta Airlines in Jackson from 1994 -2004 as a customer 
service agent. In that role, she helped people check in, worked at the departure gate and handled 
baggage service. 

"I loved it," Arnett said, "but the job required night/weekend/holiday hours, and I had a young son that I 
wanted to spend time with at those crucial times, so I returned to teaching." 

To transition back into education, she acquired her emergency teaching license and taught 11th grade 
English for one year at Norwest Rankin High School. In the spring of 2006, Arnett applied to Holmes, 
joined the English faculty and has never looked back. 

"I love teaching English and I love my students," Arnett said. "I am grateful to work in this academic 
environment and to have the support of an extraordinary college president, vice president and academic 
dean. My colleagues inspire me. I have the greatest job ever. I plan to retire from here!" 

Arnett and her husband, Kenny, have been married for 28 years. They have one teenage son, Kenneth 
Trey, whom she says is her "greatest gift from the Lord." In addition to teaching and spending time with 
her family, she also loves taking walks in the country and working the land on her Kubota tractor.

2017 was full of monumental events. Trump was 
sworn in as the 45th president of the U.S. on Jan. 
20. The following day, several hundred thousand 
people, mainly women, marched to protest Trump 
just hours into his presidency. American tensions 
with North Korea intensified as leader Kim Jong Un 
revealed that they were building nuclear-tipped 
missile capable of reaching the U.S. 

On May 22, a bomb was detonated as people were 


leaving Manchester Arena in the U.K. following an Ariana Grande concert. Twenty-three were killed 
and 500 injured in this terrorist attack. Sadly, another concert became a deadly place when a gunman 
killed at least 59 people and injured more than 500 others at a Jason Aldean concert in Las Vegas on 
Oct. 1 in what has been called the deadliest mass shooting in modern U.S. history. One month later, a 
gunman entered a First Baptist Church in Texas, and began firing resulting in 26 deaths and 20 injuries. 
On Oct. 31, eight people were killed and almost a dozen injured when a man drove a pickup truck 
down a busy bike path near the World Trade Center in New York City. Authorities found a note claiming 
the attack was made in the name of ISIS. 



Also in October, reports in The New York Times revealed that film mogul Harvey Weinstein allegedly 
sexually harassed numerous women in Hollywood. This sparked the #metoo movement in which people 
shared personal stories of being the victims of sexual harassment. This movement eventually led to Matt 
Lauer being fired as co-host of "The Today Show" after 20 years. 

Mother Nature made headlines throughout 2017, as well. In August, for the first time in 99 years, a solar 
eclipse crossed the U.S. bringing everyone outside in their special glasses, trying to get a glimpse. 
Hurricane season was brutal in our nation and beyond. Hurricane Maria was the deadliest to strike the 
Caribbean, with estimates that as many as 1,000 people died in Puerto Rico. Hurricane Harvey made 
landfall in Texas in August, putting much of Houston underwater, and Hurricane Irma made landfall 
twice in southern Florida on Sept. 10, killing scores of people there and elsewhere in the U.S. and 
carribean. 

The NFL made headlines, as well. It was 2016 when San Francisco 49ers quarterback Colin Kaepernick 
first chose to sit during the national anthem because of his views on the country's treatment of racial 
minorities, but the protest took flight in 2017 after President Trump expressed his disdain with the 
players taking part.

Jim Shirley holds a bachelor's in engineering physics from Delta State University, a 
master's in mathematics and physics from the University of Mississippi and has completed 
additional studies, as well. His teaching career began at a high school in Greenwood before he 
moved on to East Holmes Academy. Frank Branch, the president of Holmes CC at that time, 
recruited Shirley to Holmes and after seven years of teaching in Goodman, sent him to Yazoo 
City to teach mathematics and chemistry there. 

While there, Shirley was able to assist Mississippi Chemical Company with ongoing issues they 
were having, which led to a job offer. He ended up working in human resources at the plant for 
30 years. Upon retirement, Shirley returned to Holmes and has remained a campus-favorite 
among Goodman Campus students. He is also an adviser for the Holmes Plus Program, which is 
a scholars program he founded for students who show an aptitude in science and mathematics. 

Shirley was a HEADWAE recipient, Lamplighters Honoree, a Holmes Board of Trustees Special 
Recognition Award recipient, a National Science Foundation Grant recipient and a member of 
MS Association of Physicists and Rotary Club. He has also worked as an industrial engineering 
consultant. Shirley and his wife, Amy, have four children, eight grandchildren and six great 
grandchildren.
